Itreads: ‘‘Any per- 
son using ay Geceitiul meansor ar’ful prac- 
tices by which individuals, or an individual, or 
the pubtic, is defrauded and cheated.’’ We 
maintaidd that no indictment is good that is 
broug#t under that broad clause. It is indis- 
pensbly necessary to show that somebocy was 
cheated and swindled. Ip a case of this kind it 
caunot be stated generally, or by inference. 
nthe allegation as to who was cheated mnst be

There is po artful practices charged here 
against ths defetidant. It says that he knew 
the contract tobe false We meintain that if 
that be true—the falsity of the con ract—it, was 
not an artful practice, even if be kaew it. They 
do not say here that he knew there was no such 
compay as the Tennessee Car company, Lor 
tnat Kimball was not the manager of it, nor 
that he knew thecara were uot delivered, bor 
that he appropriaied any of the money obtai ied 
to his own use,out it is thatas governor aud ex- 
officio president ofthe Weeternand Atlantic 
railroad company. he had authorily to approve 
the contract and did s0. That was the exisung 
law upon such matiers at that tine,though it is 
different since the road has been leased.

Tbere is no accusation here that for the pur- 
pose of getting into their possession a large 
ameunt of money they appropriated the money, 
or that it was taken by them or paid to them in 
Fulton county. We say that even if the pleader 
had charged artfa’ p-actices in the language of 
the statute, and if by these defendants, 
the state or other persons were 
defrauded, still the indiefment would be bad, 
uoless it was showa that the mouey was received 
or paid to ihem, im Fulton county. The crime 
here consisigin their getting into their posses- 
sion and using money of the sailroad, which 
belonged to the #iate, and the state was thereby 
defrauded, but 1: is also Decessary to show where 
they got it—whether in this county or else- 
where.

That. brings me to the point: Even admitting 
that the indictment was good and had ali the 
requisites which we contend it should have,and 
was rid of all the defects we here point out, we 
say broadiy that this statute does not embrace, 
in its language ev«d scope, the state of Georgia— 
a sovereignty. We say that the offenses 
ag inst the slate of Georgia as 
pointed out in the code. There 
are n0 common law offenses against the state of 
Georgia, nor agaicst individuals. All offenses 
against the state, against corporations and 
against the people of the state are embraced in 
the penal code ofthe state, and there are no 
common law offenses in this state. It was ruled 
by your honor’s predecessor—not your immedi- 
ate predecessor--hbut by Judge Hopkins, when 
on the bench, tht this act did not apply where 
the state of Georgia wasa party. That was in 
the Hoy: case. It is not necessary, sir, to point 
out thes ction of the code where it is stated 
what are the oif-nses againt the stste of Georgia 
such as levying war, treason, apc so on. Those 
things meationed there, however, are all the 
acts made offenses by the statutes of this siate 
against the atate of Georgia, and in order to tee 
that the s‘ate of Georgia is not included in this 
section, let us look at it: 

It won’t be contended that the etate of Geor- 
gia is an individual, or that it isa number of 
individuals, or that the state of ‘“‘eorgia in her 
sovereign capaciiy is “the public.” This 
statute means and can mean nothing else, 
that if I have a bakery and reil by false 
weights, making a custom of the deception 
and thereby defrauding the genera! public, this 
law applies to such a case. But where 1 defraud 
your honorin making a deed, and whereit is 
one act—a single transaction—) am not guilty 
under this section. If where,by artful practices, 
the public generally are defrauded, I need not 
read the decision wherein the supreme court 
expressiy decides that it must be practicee. 
The authorities allagree that it must be prac- 
tices. They have decided that a lie, such as a 
false warrantee of a horse, that it issound when 
it is not, is not cheating and swindling, under 
this act. It is where a manu uses artful 
practice and deceljiful means to cbtain credit, 
or selling by false weights and by which the 
public isdefrawced, that the acti applies. As 
Judge Hoag ust suggests, it is the unorgan- 
ized public that is meaat. It was never contem- 
p ated andit wonid be ridiculous to suppose 
that the legislature should have had in their 
minds the state vf Georgia, when it er acted this 
law, The state of Georgia is a sovereignty. It 
has sovereign power within ite own constitution 
and is’ subordinate only to the constitu- 
tion of the United States. As a _ state 
as a corporation. she is a sovereign and is not 
the public. But this statute was enacted to pro- 
tect the people, Which means one man, ten men, 
or @ hundred men—your community here— 
from deceitful means and artful practices. 

6. Becauee the acts charged against defend- 
ant in said indictment do not make a crime or 
misdemeanor,”’ 

Now, your her-or remembers the ruling in the 
Case of the State vs. Hoyt, where the supreme 
curt says that a mere genera! coarge is not suf- 
fisient. You must set forth wherein that the 
artfol means were used. Theres no specifica- 
tion here wherein he used artful practices to 
getthe money, or how he knew that the con 
tract was false. Thereis not e wad about 
deceiving anybody -that it was a myth; thar 
the cars could noi be, or were not, delivered: 
There is nothing here but that be destred to get 
into his possession alarge sum of money, and 
they say he received it, but they do not say tha 
he used for his 0#n purposes. Sut assume, by 
reason of the Gemurrer and for tae sake of ar- 
gument, that he did receive it—ihe indictment 
does not charge that he appropriated it to his 
Own use, or that by getting it into his possession 
asgoverpor tha: any citizan of Georgia was 
cheated by one dime.

We say that no crime 
is charged against either and eF pe 
cially none against the defendant 
ou this trial, because no act of

If your houor desires fur her to hear from us, 
Judge Hopkins and Judge McCay will be 
heard. 

Solicitor General Hill—May it please your 
honor, before advancing tothe argument of this 
demurrer, I desire to make a statement for my~ 
self. Ordinariiy itiethe duty of the so.icitor 
general to lead for the state in ail criminal 
cases, but in 1875, the legislature passed an 
act by which all the cases arising outof the 
Bullock administration were placed under the 
exciusive care aid control of the attorney gen- 
etal. I have had no opportunity to see the pa- 
pers in this cas3, except in his office,and there- 
fore, what I shall say upon this question will be 
from the surroundings of the moment rather 
than from mature study and refi ction. 

The gentieman’s demurrer and a'! its numer- 
ous grounds I1 think can be summed up 
jn five propositions, vig: ist. That’ the 
indicument does not charge artiul practices; 21, 
that no one is charged as having been deceived 
thereby ; 31, that no venne is charged; 4th, 
that the state of Georgia is not included in the 
section up »n which the indictment is fouuded, 
and 5th, that upon ite face the crime is barred 
by the statute of limitations. 

Now upon the first point there can beno 
doubt, In all this character of Cases 
there are but two ingredients necessary to 
the crime: ist, the means used, and 2d, the 
fraudulent result of those means. Now it is 
charged in this indictment that by reason of a 
certain contract drawn by E. N. Kimball as 
manager of the Tennessee car company, and 
signed by Foster Blodgett as superintendent of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, and ap-~ 
prov.d by Builock as governor and ex officio 
president of the road, the state of Georgia was 
defrauded out of $42,500 It is alleged that the 
contract was made with a company which did 
not exist—which had its existence only in 
the minds and evil intentions of the 
three conspirators against the state fo 
Georgia ; and that Mr Bullock and Mr Biodgett, 
at the time the contract was made and approved 
by them, knew that such a Tennessee car com- 
pany did not exist, but was a myth. (Mr Hill 
here explained the scientur as to each defend- 
ant as set outin the indictment.) Now, if the 
court please, the first ingredient of the crime, 
the deceitful means, are plainly and fully ret 
out in this indictment. It is claimed that 
Kimball represented himself as manager of a 
Company that he knew did not exist, that 
Blodgett approved the contract knowing ther: 
Wus no euch Company and Kimball was not its 
manager, and that Rufus B Buliock then and 
there well knowing the facts and the evil in- 
tention of these two men Cid approve that con- 
tract. Now, the learned gentlemen asks, how 
is the defendant to know the evi! intention of 
the other parties. Well. your honor,if three 
parties get together and concoct ascheme to 
defraud the guilty knowledge cf one of 
them can weil be judged from his act, 
If they knew that no such company existed in 
fact, and Kimball came to them with a con- 
tract from such company and they then ap- 
proved it, their intention can well be judged 
from that fact. So, we say, the artful practices 
and deceitful meaus are fully alleged. 

The next ground is thatro one was deceived 
by them. The supreme court has decided tha- 
any act by which any one is det 
ceived and defrauded makes the party 
doing such act a common cheat and swigdler. 
Now, by this act $42 500 were taken out of the 
treasury of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
belonging to the state of Georgi . This indict- 
ment says that the fraudaient act by which this 
money was obtained necessarily defrauded the 
state of Georgia out of the money. The fac’ 
that the state of Georgia through its property, 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, was defraud- 
ed is sufficient, for the act, ander this section, 
by whic any one is defrauded, makes the aet- 


ors cheats and sw'ndlers. 
Now, ag to the venue. There is nothing. abse. 


lutely, in that point, with all due respect to the 
learned gentleman, for the yenue js plainly 
charged, I readit; **The grand jurors seiecied, 
chosen and sworn for the county of Fulton, to- 
wit: etc. * * in the name and behali of the 
citizens of Georgia charge and accuse Rufus B. 
Bullock, Foster Blodgett and Edwa'd N, Kim-s 
ball, of the county and state aforesaid, etc,”’ 
What “county aforesaid?’’ Why, Fulton coun- 
ty.

The statute 
is that the off sass must e so that the juror can 
easily unders.and 116 nature and a later statute 
says that the natefe of the offense is to be so 
ebarged as that it may uaderstood by ibe 
jury. I use the lang of the chief justice 
and apply it tothis case: “The legislature of 
1333 decisred that every indictment or accusa 
tion should be deemed sufficiently technical'an4 
correct aithoug. in omitting fact ons, repeti 
tions and technicalities, it left a hole in Chitty’s 
and Archibald’s Old Forms large enough for a 
loaded cart and horse to pass through, provided 
it stated the offense in tae terms and language 
of the code, or so plainly—what a pregnant 
clause—that the nature of the ofi-nse might be 
easily umi2arstood by the fury. * * What man 
of rational understanding could fail to compre~ 
bend the offense for which this negro was pros- 
ecuted? And this alone is the Criterion of suf- 
ficiency! * * Every indictment issufficiently 
iechnical in this state, which s.ates the 
offense so plainly that a man of ordinary 
capacity would really understand the nature of 
the offense charged.’’ And! ask here—I ask 
the court—what rational man, who hears this 
indictment read would not fwly understand the 
crime whica is intended to be charged! against 
these parties? I think the indictment is suffi 
cient, and thatisalllhavetosay The further 
argument will be conducted by Vol. Hawkins, 
for the state.
